year saying, "I don't want to jinx things, but so far the 
results we have are about 150 runners ahead of where we 
normally are at this point. I don't know whether it's the 
online registration or what, but we are looking at a good 
turn out." With a record field expected, organizers are 
hoping that weather forecasts of possible rain will turn 
to plenty of sunshine and clear blue skies. Any chance 
of rain might keep the number of walk up runners, who 
register the morning of the race, down.

PARASITES 

/ see these small worms under my cat's tail. What 
are they? 

There are two types of intestinal parasites which 
are large enough to be visible to the naked eye, 
tapeworms and roundworms. Tapeworms are off- 
white in color and are usually the size of a grain 
of rice. They are spread to your pet by fleas. An- 
other type of tapeworm is long, flat and somewhat 
serrated in appearance. Roundworms are common 
in kittens and puppies and look like spaghetti. 
See your veterinarian when you find worms and 
describe your findings. Often tapeworm eggs do 
not show up on routine fecal tests.

shows produced through ORCTV, accounting for an esti- 
mated 1,092 hours of original programming on Public Ac- 
cess Channel 9. In addition, the two courses at ORR High 
School provided some 66 additional programs for airing 
while Marion's Government Channel 95 logged about 870 
hours of content (including repeats) and Mattapoisetfs 
Channel 95 aired about 250 hours of programming (in- 
cluding repeats). 

Unfortunately, 2006 ended with the discovery of 
some environmental problems within the ORCTV facil- 
ity located in the lower level of ORR High School and the 
organization's office was temporarily relocated to a store- 
front adjacent to Uncle Jon's Coffee Shop on Front Street 
in Marion while the playback equipment for Channels 
9 and 95 (Marion) was transferred to the Marion Town 
House. 

Since January the ORCTV Board of Directors has 
been looking to find a permanent location to house their 
main office, editing suites and playback equipment. After 
sending out ''Requests for Proposals (RFPs)" to prop- 
erty owners within the tri-town area, they have found 
an ideal location at the corner of Front Street and Route 
6 in Marion, the so-called Captain Hadley House office 
complex. ORCTV has been given the option to lease the 
entire first floor of the building for the remainder of their 
10-year contract with Comcast. 

In turn, ORCTV and the ORR School District have 
agreed to amend their prior agreement whereby ORCTV

funded a teacher's position in exchange for using the 
space at the high school, and ORCTV will now provide 
the ORR School District with an annual grant to fund a 
teaching position that will serve not only ORR Junior and 
Senior High Schools, but all schools within the tri-town 
communities. 

With that, the three Boards of Selectmen unani- 
mously voted to sanction both the amending of the 
original agreement betweeen ORCTV and the ORR School 
District (which previously had the unanimous vote of 
both entities) and also to approve the leasing of the first 
floor of the so-called Captain Hadley House for ORCTV s 
permanent base of operations through the remainder of 
their contract with Comcast — or about seven-and-a-half 
years. 

The board next met with Norm Hills of the 
Marion Wind Study Committee for an update. 

"The last time we presented to the Tri-Town 
Boards of Selectmen was two years ago (and) I wanted 
to give you an update on what's been going on with the 
(MET Tower at) ORR," Mr. Hills said. "The MET Tower 
at ORR, which had been allocated to Rochester, has been 
collecting data and ... we're just about to get one year's 
worth of data. We originally worked with the ORR School 
Committee to get an 18-month lease (and) we're now 
looking to get our first six-month extension." 

Mr. Hills noted that although the data would 
indicate the wind speed and frequency at the ORR High

School site is not optimal, it does meet the minimal 
requirements for installing a wind tower to power the 
facility. 

"As of the third quarter, the average wind speed 
we were getting (was) 80-100 meters, which is sufficient 
wind to generate energy,'' Mr. Hills said. "Our next step is 
a feasibility analysis, which means we now have (another) 
application to fill out." 

Mr. Hills noted the application needs to be filed 
by August 15, so he asked for the boards' blessing to work 
with Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson to file the 
application in a timely manner. 

"When they take that tower down, we can get 
that tower moved over to (somewhere in) Marion," Mr.

Hills said. ''Here at the high school, I think this is a good 
indication that they want to proceed ... to generate enough 
energy to power the school/' 

"Because this is a regional effort and it's never 
been done before, it's my understanding the (ORR School 
District) would be responsible for the wind tower," Select- 
man Colly er said. "(So) I would encourage you to contact 
Dr. Cooper and keep him in the loop." 

Mr. Hills agreed to collaborate with Dr. Cooper 
and the ORR School District and the joint boards' voted to 
have Mr. Hills work with Mr. Dawson to file the applica- 
tion for a wind tower installation at ORR High School. 

The boards next met with Mattapoisett Wa- 
ter / Sewer Superintendent William "Nick" Nicholson to 
provide an update on the Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District. Mr. Nicholson provided plans and photographs 
of the Water District's Treatment Plant currently being 
constructed to serve the regional communities of Marion, 
Mattapoisett, Rochester and Fairhaven. 

"(All these towns) were involved in a study com- 
mittee and it showed (they) could have a cost savings by 
working together," Mr. Nicholson said. "We looked at 
doing it individually and as a district. There was about a 
40 percent reduction in costs doing it as a district." 

Mr. Nicholson noted that once the treatment plant 
is online, it will have a maximum capacity to treat up to 
five million gallons a day, which is far in excess of what 
they need.

Nicholson said. ''Currently Mattapoisett pumps 484,000 
gallons a day; Fairhaven pumps 1.3 million gallons a day, 
and Marion does 629,000 gallons a day for a total of 2.4 
million gallons collectively. The plant was built for up to 
five million gallons a day, so we don't expect to exceed 
that." 

Since there are three wells currently shut down 
due to high levels of iron and manganese, Mr. Nicholson 
said the treatment plant will greatly increase the region's 
water capacity. 

"They're not health risks, but they do create dirty 
water," Mr. Nicholson said of the iron and manganese.

He noted that one of the closed wells — Marion's 
well on Wolf Island Road in Rochester — is capable of 
pumping up to 800,000 gallons a day. 

'The treatment facility is 130 feet in length, 80 feet 
in width,'' Mr. Nicholson said. "After bringing the water 
in, we'll be hitting it with ozone and then it goes through 
a baffling system to pre-treat the water and knock out the 
iron, then back into a clear well with six high-lift pumps 
(bringing it) back into the system." 

Although the original budget for the project was 
set at $14.5 million, after bids came in it was increased to 
$16.5 million, but that also includes a $900,000 contingency 
which "hasn't even been scratched," according to Mr. Nich- 
olson. 

Under New Business, Rochester Selectman Morse 
asked about the varied rates for taking trash to the area 
transfer stations, and he was looking to have a uniform rate 
for all three towns. "There may be a way to save money by 
doing all three together," Selectman Morse suggested. 

With that, the boards charged their individual 
Town Administrators to work on standardizing the transfer 
station rates for all three towns. 

The boards agreed their next Tri-Town Selectmen's 
Meeting would be held sometime in September with Roch- 
ester hosting. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:49 pm.

I know what $4 
million can buy. Regarding the argument that steel buildings 
wouldn't work well in Mattapoisett because of hurricane winds 
and such, I say, get real. 

No doubt those who spent years planning a new Fire 
Department building did so with the best of intentions. Pos- 
sibly with an eye towards the future. Maybe they were thinking 
that as the town grows, one day we would have a full-time Fire 
Department. Then and only then would such a large building 
with so many rooms be required. We have a volunteer Fire 
Department. They go home after the emergency. Does the Fire 
Department Building really need a Community Room? Let's be 
reasonable and responsible. I think people heard the case for 
a new building, wanted to provide that for all concerned but 
simply couldn't fathom why the structure needed to be so large. 

Let's look at the equipment that needs to be stored, the 
man-power who would be using the space on a full-time basis 
and go from there. 

We can and should give the Fire Department new digs. 
But reasonable digs. 

One wonders why, when the Police Department was 
being discussed, there wasn't more effort into combining the 
two services into one larger space and getting a really good bang 
for our tax buck. But, alas, that is all in the past now. 

When this subject is re-visited, and in spite of the 
Chief's sense of rejection now, it will be addressed again in the 
future, let's think about the average family trying to live in Mat-

FACT: The poisons you put on your lawn can 
get into the water we drink. Pesticides and 
herbicides travel from your lawns and gardens and 
contaminate our water with chemicals that are toxic

to both humans and animals. These chemicals can 
travel into water sources as surface runoff or by 
leaching into the groundwater. 

FACT: You can minimize the damage from 
fertilizers, pesticides and herbicides. How we 
care for our lawns will affect the quality of water 
for many people. We need to act in a way that will 
preserve water quality for those around us now 
and in future generations.

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15 Easy Ways to Keep Our Water Healthy 



1. Test your soil 

•A soil test identifies the nutrients 
already present in your soil, so you only 
apply the right amounts of what your 
soil needs. This will prevent excess 
nutrients from entering the environment 
and save you time, energy and money. 
•For details contact the UMASS Soil 
Testing Lab at (413) 545-2311 or visit

2. F0II0W directions 

•Fertilizers are sold using a formula of 
three numbers (for example: 10-20-10 
or 5-10-5). The first number is nitrogen, 
the second number is phosphorus and the 
third is potassium. 

•The results of your soil test, as well as 
what type of plants you are fertilizing, 
should determine what fertilizer you 
choose. 

• Always use the lowest possible 
amounts of fertilizer, pesticides and 
herbicides. Over application impairs 
plant growth, weakens a plants ability to 
resist pests and disease, and damages the 
environment. 

3. Time applications carefully 
•Never apply fertilizers before heavy 
rain or when cold weather is expected. 
Heavy rain increases runoff and leaching 
into ground- water. 

•In cold weather, plants can't absorb 
nutrients. That means the fertilizer 
stays on the ground where it is more 
susceptible to runoff. 

4. Maintain a strip of natural 
vegetation betweens lawns and 
wetlands 

•This vegetated buffer zone will help 
filter and trap nutrients before they are 
able to reach the water and help prevent 
erosion. 

5. Handle lawn chemicals carefully 
•Never spill fertilizers, pesticides or 
herbicides on concrete surfaces where 
they can easily runoff into water. 
•Do not mix, apply or dispose of 



pesticides or herbicides with 100 ft. of 
your well, storm drains or any surface 
water. Alway dispose of containers 
properly. 

6. Water your lawn after fertilizing 
•Proper irrigation will help the fertilizer 
be absorbed, making it less likely to 
runoff. 

•Water lawns in the morning. 

•Use only enough water to saturate the 

root zone. 

•Do not water again until you see signs 
of wilt or footprinting. 
•Do not overwater lawns and never water 
before heavy traffic is expected. Both of 
these practices increase nutrient runoff 
and weaken the turf. 

7. Use organic materials 
•Recycle grass clippings by leaving 
them on the lawn. As they decompose, 
clippings will provide the soil with 
nutrients, reducing chemical fertilizer 
needs by up to 25%. 

•You can also create a compost pile 
and use the compost as a slow-release 
fertilizer. 

S.Plant native grasses 

•Native grasses require less water, 

fertilizers and pesticides than non-native 

species. 

•In sandy soil areas around Buzzards 
Bay, plant a mix of fine leafed fescues 
and perennial rye grasses. 
•White clover added to your lawn mix 
provides a natural nitrogen source. 

9.M0W your lawn correctly 

•Mow your lawn to 2" during the first 

cut of the season and 3" during each 

subsequent mowing. 

•You should never cut off more than 1/3 

of the grass blade at a time. 

•This will give you healthier, well-rooted 

grass that is better able to resist pests and 

needs less fertilizer. 

•Use composter blades on your mower 

and always make sure your blades 

are sharp. Mulching mowers do not 

contribute to thatching problems. 



10. Add organic material, or loam, to 
sandy soil 

•If you have sandy soil, add a layer of 
at least 6" of loam. 
•This will increase the water holding 
capacity of your soil. 

11. Aerate compacted soil 

•This reduces runoff by helping fertilizer 
get into the soil. 

12. Use natural enhancers on your 
lawn 

•To balance acidic soil, use lime. For 
greener grass, use an iron supplement. 
This will help decrease the amount of 
harmful nutrients entering our aquatic 
environment. 

13. Focus on specific problem areas 
•Spot apply fertilizers and pesticides 
whenever possible instead of treating 
your whole lawn. This decreases the 
amount of chemicals entering the 
environment. 

14. Use slow-release fertilizers 

•Fertilizers are usually divided into two 
groups, water soluble nitrogen (fast- 
release fertilizers) and water insoluble 
nitrogen (slow-release fertilizers). 
•Slow-release fertilizers provide a more 
controlled release of nitrogen than other 
products. Instead of containing nitrogen 
that dissolves in just water, slow-release 
fertilizers rely on chemical or microbial 
activity in order to release their nutrients, 
making it less likely that they will reach 
the water. 

15. Increase natural landscaping 

•Minimize your lawn size. 
•Healthy grasses can tolerate some 
competition from weeds and other pests 
without requiring the use of herbicides. 
•Ground cover plants can be mixed with 
grass, lowering your fertilizer needs. A 
healthy, well- maintained lawn requires 
little or no fertilizer. 
•Remember, a perfect lawn is not 
necessary, especially when it carries such 
high environmental costs.

LiveFree or Die Hard, Starring Bruce Willis and Justin Long. 
Directed by Len Wiseman. Running time: 130 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The original Die Hard was a beautiful machine of mayhem, full 
of colorful characters and great, funny dialogue that had little to do 
with the action ("Hello, this is Agent Johnson ... No, the other one'O- 
Since it made big money, it has spawned several unmemorable sequels, 
including the new one. Live Free or Die Hard. The first film had crazy 
action sequences and a winning hero in blue-collar NYC cop John 
McClane (Bruce Willis), but it also let itself breathe and flesh out all 
the other pieces on the board — it probably has the best overall sup- 
porting cast of any action flick in the last twenty years, starting with 
the incomparable Alan Rickman, whose Hans Gruber has spoiled us 
for all other movie masterminds in or out of the Die Hard franchise. 

The new film brings back McClane and the insane action, but is 
as clueless about the original's appeal — what makes it compulsively 
rewatchable — as the previous two follow-ups. It turns McClane into 
a wisecracking action figure, running here and there with computer 
whiz Justin Long to protect him from nefarious hacker Timothy Oly- 
phant. It throws in some comic relief — recruiting Willis' fellow Jersey 
native Kevin Smith as a cellar-dwelling hacker who calls himself The 
Warlock — but by and large it lacks personality. 

For starters, Timothy Olyphant just isn't a terribly compelling 
villain, or a particularly threatening one. Sure, his posse of minions 
manage to blow stuff up and perforate every standing piece of ar- 
chitecture with gunfire. And sure, he manages to kidnap McClane' s 
estranged, college-age daughter (Mary Elizabeth Winstead). But there's 
no menace to any of it, because if Olyphant' s hacker can do pretty much 
anything with computers, McClane can do pretty much anything with 
brute force. It's nice of 20th-century Fox to give us a Batman vs. Joker 
movie a year early, but it's still not a Die Hard movie. 

Director Len Wiseman (fifteen when the first Die Hard came out) 
foregoes the Hot Topic style of his previous Underworld series and 
delivers a fast-paced romp. The proceedings are brutal, though not 
bloody enough to get an R rating; there's been much grousing on the 




Internet about Fox forcing a PG-13 on this installment, whereas the 
others were allowed all the gore — not to mention all the F-bombs 

— they needed. Truthfully, it doesn't make all that much difference, 
since this wouldn't feel like a John McClane adventure even with the 

splatter and the hero's signature line, "Yippie-ki-yay, mother ." 

Willis rocks a chrome dome here, ostensibly because McClane is older 
and balder now — a fine time to capitulate to realism in a movie that 
sees McClane outrace a disintegrating overpass in a truck — and he 
retains McClane' s puckish habit of taunting his foes with reminders 
of how he killed their buddies. He's lighter of spirit here than he has 
been in a while, but the appeal of his character — the working-class 
guy who outwits evil geniuses with a little bit of Jersey street smarts 

— get nuked here because most of his triumphs are based on dumb 
luck (killing a helicopter with a car) or flatly superhuman feats of 
agility. 

Which, to be fair, seem to be shared by the villains. Maggie Q 
(who has yet to be used well in a Hollywood film) appears as one of 
Olyphant' s thugs, and she mops the floor with Willis, who then drives 
a car into her at full speed, plowing her through several walls. Despite 
this, she's unharmed enough to continue beating the snot out of Willis 
moments later when the car is dangling in an elevator shaft. A lot of 
people keep wanting a sequel to Willis' 1991 goof Hudson Hawk, but 
Live Free or Die Hard comes close to being Hudson Hawk 2 without the 
singing and the hipster indolence. John McClane has been hauled out 
of motnballs to show all the young pups how action movies are done, 
a good idea in theory but not, apparently, in execution.
